Indians, with their hand against every man and 
every man’s hand against them—the wild Sioux 
horseman ia ‘his picturesque hunting dress—the 
` prairie bright with flowers and verdure, or kindled 
with its autumnal’ conflagration. The notices 
of the different Indian. tribes, through which the 
author passed, particularly claimed our attention 
and called up many serious reflections. ‘Two 
hundred and fifty thousand of these native and 
original inhabitants of the New World, now de- 
pend mainly for support upon the buffalo, whose | 
numbers are every year decreasing in the prairies 


ofthe West. Their whole country is now overrun 


with white squatters; adventurers, traders, und 
trappers, whose wanton destruction of the buffalo; 
the very “staff of life” to the Western Indian, is 
spoken of by the author’ of the work before us, 
who assures us that he basseen “dozens slaughtered 
merely for the tongues, or for practice with the 
rifle.” What will be the consequence of the entire 
destruction of the. buffalo— a work which we are 
assured from good authority will be accomplished

y, were all idea of a separation of the races 
given.up, a large majority of the white popu- 
lation would see at once, that, by degrading 
laws against the colored people, they would 
injure th-mselves, by forming in their midst 
a corrupting mass of ignorance and vicious- 
ness Now, the Colonization Society is an 
organizution of the prejudice of the white 
race against the colored; a palpable expres- 
sion of the unfounded popular notion, that 
the two races can be separated. ‘This may 
be deemed strong language, but it is war- 
ranted by facts. You may dignify this pre- 
judice with the names of philanthropy, pity, 
patriotism: and, to a certain extent, these 
elements exist in an active form in many mem- 
bers of the Colonizatian Society.: You do 
pity the negro; you sympathize with his un- 
measured wrongs, and-at the same time are- 
touched with remorse, for you.know that he 
is what he is, because you.and yonr fathers 

But, your antipathy-will 
not suffer you to do all that you might do, to 
compensate and relieve him here. “You ex- 
claim, that he cannot rise in this country, 
and doubtless you believe it; for you your- 
self, in the depths of your own soul, may 
detect a lurking reluctance to see him ele- 
vated, beside you, as your equal. Still, 
pressed by your cunscience and humanity, 
you conclude that you will persuade him to 
go where he can be a man, without offendin 
you. We say uot this of President McGuf- 
fy, but of that large mass of persons, whom 
the Colonization scheme, if regarded at all as 

a benevolent one, would enlist in behalf of 
the colored man, It is prejudice, then; pri- 
marily, which gave origin to the Coloniza- 
tion Society, and keeps it alive,—contem- 
plating it, as we at present do, as a profes- 
sedly philanthropic. scheme. 

Now, Mr. McGuffy is a philosopher; ‘and, 
better stiliga candid man.. We ask him 
then, if our view of the relations and feelings 
of the white race towards the colored, be 
correct; what must be, on sound principles of 
reasoning, the tendency of the cause he sup- 
ports? He sees, that it comes in to. the relief 
of a public mind, touched ‘with ,compassion 
for the colored man. and stricken with re- 
morse for the wrongs heaped upon him; but, 
atthe same time, driven by prejudice to re- 
gard him as an alien, and one on whom the 
fail measure of Christian charity cannot be 
bestowed, in this country. He sees too, that 
it proceeds upon the principle, not, it is true, 
avowed in its constitution, but proclaimed in

How then can President McGuffy think 
that Colonization on the whole is beneficial 
in its results tothe colored man; especially 
when he admits, as admit he must, that the 
Scheme considered as a remedy for slavery, 
is entirely impotent?

We attack no 
man’s religion, no man’s creed, no man’s church 
office ; but we claim that no man’s office, or 
creed of religion, can absolve him from hisduty of 
speaking and giving, and voting in behalf of the 
slave.—No man can lend his religion to the sup- 
port of slavery without bringing it into contempt, 
a contempt, of course, for which we are not re- 
sponsible, Really, to tell the frank truth, though 
we feel the ambassadorship of Jesus Christ to be 
the highest office that-is borne on earth, we must 
say,ifthere are yetclergymen in Massachusetts,who 
ate intelligently opposed to the cardinal doctrines 
and measures of the anti-slavery cause, they need 
to be taught what be the first principles ofthe doc- 
trine of Christ. .We know how to make allow- 
ance for other men, but not for ‘Jesus Christ's 
men.’ They too busy in promoting His cause to 
-look at his'poor brother, weltering among the 
brambles of the hot and dusty way-side!!~” We

which he had previously purchased, from 
their parents, and the mother’s heart appeared 
as-if broken, for she said she should never 
see them again. After this we went on to 
Maryland, where I saw a man sold from his 
wifo and children. When they went after 
him, he said he would rather die than to 
leave his family ; but they put him in chains, 
and took him away, leaving his family in 
loud and bitter wailings, without any to com- 
fort or care for them.’ From the town of 
Salisbury.in Maryland, I was sent the’ next 
morning after this man was brought in, about 
fifteen miles, after a female slave, who had a 
child about three months old; but her former 
mistress wanted the child, and. my employer 
sold her the child for forty dollars, and took 
it from her. When I went to take the child 
back to the mistress, and had passed about 
four miles from Salisbury, I met the hushand 
of this woman, who was going to make an 
effort to go to the South with his wife. He 
had gotten a pass from his master, to sve if 
our planter would not buy him, that he might 
go with his wife; but he would not give his 
master’s price for him, so that he was obliged 
to go back with his child, while ‘his wife, 
and its mother, was driven off to Alabama. 

_ One night, while I was in Maryland, I 
went to a meeting of the slaves; and while 
one of them was at prayer, one of the patroles 
came round, and hearing something which he. 
did not like in the. slave’s prayer, he took 
him out of the meeting, and whipped him 
most unmercifally, E thought within my- 
selt, if this is slavery;.God in merey deliyer 
me from it, -When our:planter had madeout 
his complement of slaves, and-was ready to 
start. for the South, these: negroes, big and 
little, were put into one drove, and driven off 
to the. South like a drove of swine. In the 
course of my tolir, I had the opportunity of 
seeing the cruelty of the: planters ‘in Dela- 
ware, in Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, ‘Georgia, Alabama, ‘Tennes-

of this matter to our Overseers, and desire

‘ANOTHER COURT HOUSE MEETING. 

We have just had another Court House meeting 
-—and such a meeting! Why are the papers of 
the city, those. faithful heralds of all kinds of in- 
telligence, silent? What will the South think, 
when it is told, that on Tuesday evening, the 7th 
of May, a large concourse of citizens assembled 
‘at the Court House, to listen to an anti-slavery 
speech from the lips of that notorious abolitionist, 
the Hon, Thomas Morris? Will not the Lesing- 
ton and Cincinnati Turnpike project be abandon- 
ed? and the Charleston and Ohio Rail Road gen- 
try—how will they endure it? Just when the 
South is about opening its arms to embrace Cin- 
cinnati, to see Abolitionism rearing its snaky 
crest even in the Court House of the city—O, it 
is too bad! 

Jan. 22d, 1836, 500 or 600 of the citizens of 
Cincinnati ‘met in the Court House, for the pur- 
pose of passing sentence of death on abolition. 
They resolved every thing for slavery, and no- 
thing for freedom. They resolved that they would 
lawfully suppress the publication of the Philan- 
thropist, kéep out of their houses, counting-rooms, 
and work-shops, all similar inflammatory publica- 
tions, and, if nothing else would do, join ‘in re- 
commending to the legislature to pass laws against 
the agitation of the slavery question. 

March 9th, 1839, another Court House meet- 
ing was called, of equivocal-respectability, which 
passed divers. flaming ‘resolutions, assuring the 
South of the soundness of Cincinnati, her hatred 
of Abolitionists, and her love for Colonizationists. 
This meeting was one of the results of Mr. Gur- 
ley’s efforts in this place, and ‘great reports con- 
cetning it have been published in the Christian 
Statesman and Colonization Herald. Then comes 
our turn. 

May 7th,. 1839, Ex-Senator. Morris, holds a 
Court House meeting, in which he exposes the: 
fearful inroads of the slavery-power on the liber- 
ties of the nation, vindicates Abolitionists, defends 
his own course as a Senator, on slavery, and in- 
sists on the duty of every citizen in the free 
‘states, solemnly to-engage in lawful efforts for the 
abolition of slavery. mis Aan 
`. The Court House was well filled—the speaker 
occupied the evening until some time past 10 
o'clock. We should like to report the whole 
speech, particularly those parts of it which were 
most applauded. But we cannot. 

: The’ notice of the meeting’ was. not ‘published 
in any of the city papers but: the Daily Adverti- 
ser, (Democratic.) A majority of Abolitionists, 
we presume, knew nothing of it till it was all 
over,; Of course, the larger, portion of those pre- 
sent, was composed of .the speaker’s political 
friends. Par ae wt 

‘The:-speech was listened to with intense inte- 
test and many tokens of sympathetic feelings. 
There was no vituperation in any part of it—no- 
thing sordid. - Mr. Morris has a peculiarly happy 
way of presenting a point with force and clear- 
ness, so that the mind immediately appreciates 
and firmly retains it. The secret of his influence 
over his party, is to be fouhd: no less in his self- 
reliance and inimitable. boldness, than his strong 
intellect. - Perfectly ‘calm, and deliberate almost 
to a fault, there is yet so much strength. in the 
views he: presents, and such a. tone of deep sin- 
-cerity in every word he utters, that -he never loses 
the attention of his audience.: o =. Se,

And he would be happy to discuss 
the point with any constitutional lawyer in Cin- 
cinnati.. The suggestion was—“that Ohio, un- 
der the federal constitution, was not hound to de- 
liver up runaway slaves !? ` j 
Loud cheering followed this remark; and, be 
it remembered, Abolitionists were but a small por- 
tion of the meeting. The applause came chiefly 
from citizens uncommitted. to abolition—most of 
them, we should think, Democrats, p 

‘The point was stated with great coolness, and 
argued at ‘some length. _We should be glad if 
Mr. Morris would write out his remarks on this 
subject, for publication. Itis well known that 
Abolitionists generally concede, that the federal 
constitution does secure to slaveholders the right 
of reclaiming in free states, their fugitive slaves. 


Another remark much applauded was, that so ~ 


far from passing laws to enable the slaveholder to 
recapture men and women; whom he called his 
slaves, in Ohio, he would bein. favor of the pas- 
sage of a law, punishing every person severely, 


who, for a pitiful reward, would in any way aid 


in the recapture of a slave, : 
If we mistake not, slaveholders will yet have 
cause to’ repent, that they ousted Thomas Morris 
from office, and thus furnished him leisure for ad- 
vocating more extensively and effectively, anti- 
slavery doctrines and measures. . Mr. Morris has 
energy and influence enough, to work a great 
change in his party. : . 


Abolition and the Van. Buren Party.—it 
begins to be pretty well anderstood, ‘that the 
conduct of the Legi-lature last winter. dis- 
gusted very many, even in the Democratic 


ranks, and notwithstanding the strict diecip-

Should the cause of hnman rights 
‘prosper for six months to come, as it hag for 
six months past, there will .be very few to 
oppose itin this county ?"—- Philanthropist.

. My uncle wishing to purchase what is called 
a good ‘house wench,’ a trader in human flesh 
soon produced ‘a woman, recommending her as 
highly as ever a jockey did a horse. She was 
purchased, but on trial was found wanting in the 
requisite qualifications. She then fell a victim 
to the ‘disappointed rage of my uncle; innocent 


| or guilty, she suffered greatly from his fury. He 


used to tie her to a peach tree in the yard, and 
whip her till there was no sound place to lay ano- 
ther stroke, and repeat it so often that her Back 
was kept continually sore. Whipping the females 
around the legs, was a favorite. mode of punish-: 
ment with him. ‘They must stand and hold up 
their clothes, while he plied his hickory. He did 
not, like some of his neighbors, keep a pack of 
bounds for hunting runaway negroes, but he kept 
one dog for that purpose, and when he came up 
with a runaway, it would have been death. to 
attempt to’ fly, and it was ‘nearly so to stand. 
Sometimes, when my uncle -attempted to whip 
the slaves, the dog would rush upon them and 
relieve them of their rags, if not of their flesh. 
One object of my uncle’s special hate was “ Jer- 
ry,” a slave of a proud spirit. He defied all the 
curses, rage and stripes of his tyrant. Though 
he was often overpowered—for my uncle would 
frequently wear out his stick upon’ his head—yet 
he would never submit. As- he was not expert 
in picking cotton, he would sometimes run away 
in the fall, to escape abuse. “At one time, after 
an absence of some months, he. was arrested 
and brought back. As is .customary, he was 
‘stripped, tied to a log, and the cow-skin applied 
to his naked body till-his master was exhausted. 
Theni a large log chain was. fastened around one 
ankle, passed up his back, over his shoulders, then 
across his breast, and fastened under his arm. In 
this condition he was forced to perform his daily 
task. Add to this he was chained each night, 
and compelled: to chop wood every Sabbath, to 
make up los. time. “After being thus manacled 
for some months, he was released—but his Spirit 
was unsubdued. Soon after, his master, in a pa- 
roxism of rage, fell upon him, wore out his staff 
upon his head, loaded him again with chains, and 
after a month, sold him farther south.: Another 
slave, by the namé of Mince, who was á man of, 
great strength, purloined. some bacon on a Christ- 
‘mas eve. It was missed in the morning, and he 
being absent, was of course suspected.. On re- 
turning home, my uncle commanded. him to 
come to him, but he refused. The master strove 
in vain to lay hands on him; in vain he ordered 
his slaves to seize him—they dared not. At 
length' the master hurled a stone at his head 
sufficient to have felled a bullock—but he did not 
heed it. At that instant my aunt sprang for- 
ward, and presenting the gun to my uncle, ex- 
claimed. ‘Shoot him! shoot him! He made 
the attempt, but the gun missed tire, and. Mince 
fled. - He was taken eight or ten months after 
that. while crossing. the Ohio. When brought 
back, the master, and an overseer on. another 
plantation, took him to the mountain and pun- 
ished him to their satisfaction in secret; after 
which he was loaded with chains and set to his 
task. Ste | 

“ I have spent nearly all tny life in the midst of 
slavery. From being the son of a slaveholder, I 
descended to the condition of a slave, and’ from 
that condition I rose (if you please to call it so,) 
to the station of a ‘driver? I have lived in Ala- 
bama, Tennessee, and Kentucky ; and | now the 
condition of the slaves to be that of unmixed 
wretchedness and degradation. , Amd on the part 
of slaveholders, there is cruelty untold, The la- 
bor of the slave is constant toil, wrung out by 
fear. Their food is scanty, and taken without 
comfurt, ‘Their clothes answer the purposes nei- 
their of comfort -nor decency... ‘They are not al- 
lowed to read or write. . Whether they may wor- 
ship God or not, depends on tlie will of the mas- 
ter. . The young: children, until they can work, 
often go naked during the warm weather: I could 
spehd months in detailing the sufferings, degrada- 
tion, and cruelty inflicted upon slaves. But my 
soul sickens at the remembrance of these things.”

A colored boy arrives at- eight years of age— 
he is sent: to school every day, except one or two 
in the week, when he stays home “ to.fetch water 
for mother to wash with.” This is the first mode 
of learning boys to be irregular in employment. 
Instead of making him rise at six and render this 
service, his school hours are unwarrantably broken 
in npon; 


He arrives at twelve or fourteen years, and |’ 


instead of apprenticing him to some handicraft 
or to`farm labor, he is sent out to service.— Why? 
Because as a menial hë can earn most money 
immediately. ‘This is a gross error in conduct. 
Perhaps he is sent to a trade; but in a week or 
two his parents take him away.— Why ? Because 
his.master or a journeymart had strack him, (for 
impudence, perhaps,). or because they gave him 
some menial duty to perform, ər, because he did 
not receive a handsome suit of clothes, or because 
they gave him coarse fuod, or because some one 
in the shop called him nigger! It is melancholy 
to observe, how much colored parents value their 
children’s appearance and feelings above their best 
and most permanent interests. If your boy be 
struck, let him. be . stricken ; buffets and blows 
without cause and without number have been the 
share of the youngest apprentice from the days. of 
Tubal Cain until now. Is he compelled to do- 
drudgery ? let him do it; those who are now 
millionaires have done the same, and tr b 7 
boys to do the same—are your children hetter 
than theirs? Is he badly clothed ?—let him go 
in rage and live on crusts of bread and cold water, 
so long as he éan learn a trade, which in manhood 
will support him well, and the better, too, the 
more he has been obliged to suffer in the getting 
of it, But he is called anigger!

By a parity of conduct you should not 
let him walk the streets, nor be seen, but should 
pack the dear sensitive boy-baby in a glass case 
covered with'lcad, and bury him in the depths of 
océan, or in the marshes of Liberia, where that 
awful¢soul-palsying, effort-benumbing phrase may 
never reach his ear! , 

In short, if we wish our children to grow up 


efficient, strong minded, money making and |. 


money saving men; if. we wish them to obtain 
those rights which are withheld from us, and 
which can only be obtained by efforts springing 
from and persevered in by ‘ourselves, then we 
must ¿rain them.to the work. We must begin 
in the'r infancy, learn them to bear hardship and 
privation in ‘boyhood, teach them that the great 
object of their life is to work, (with mind and 
body,) not blindly for a large present sum, but, 
work intelligently with steadiness and constancy 
for some great although. distant result.—If they 
are to be students, see that they study with 
energy and™ perseverance, and’ with a constant 
view to the profession in which they are to be 
engaged. i 

If they are to have trades, put them at trades, 
and keep them at the one trade which they have 
selected at first; listen to no complaints, be 
frightened at no labor, but keep them at it— 
Four, or five, or seven years, from fourteen years 
old, spent at one employment, is the best discipline 
the mind can receive. It forms the character-—it

FASCINATION OF SNAKES. 

A friend in South Carolina, to whom [ was ona 
visit, invited. me toa morning walk round his 
plantation, and recommended our fowling pieces 
as companions. The-day proved very sultry ;— 
and while-my friend proceeded to give directions to 
a gang of his negroes at a distance, he advised me 
to take the benefit of a shade formed by a wood 
‘adjoining the field in which we then were. I took: 
the hint; and while leaning on the fence, (which 
was constructed on a bank between two dry ditch- 
es) I.was alarmed by the rattle of a snake very 
near me: “T instantly sprang on a top rail of the 
fence,.and the next moment discovered the mon- 
ster in one of the ditches within ten feet of the spot 
where I wasséated. As I levelled my gun at his 
head, and was in the act of pulling the trigger, his 
tail ceased to vibrate. i 

Conscious, from his position, that I was not the 
object of his regard, and that I was in no danger 
from him; and confident .that I could destroy him 
atany moment I pleased, I sat still to observe his 
farther movements As his eyes seemed to be riv- 
eted to a particular spot, I followed their direction, 
and discovered a wood-rat. At the moment of my 
first seeing this little animal, he was rising from a 
crouching posture, and endeavoring to retire by.a 
retrograde movement. This attempt wus imme- 
diately followed by a second tremendous exercise 
of the rattle, and the rat again sank to the ground. 
I witnessed several repetitions of this operations 
and the result was, that the rat appeared perfectly 
exhausted ; and he was in the act of taking it into 
his mouth when I discharged my two barrels at his 
head, and killed him on the spot.— Whether any 
of my pellets struck the rat, I am unable to say ; 
but after the closest search, we could detect no 
mark of violence about his body, and he was dead 
when I took him up. : 

Some years after the foregoing circumstances 
had taken place, as I was accompanying a lady to 
church in a gigwe were alarmed by the rattle ofa 
snake on the road side. After I had tranquillized 
the horse, and prevailed on the lady to hold the 
reins, I returned to the spot whence the noise seem- 
ed to issue, and soon discovered the subject of our 
alarm. ‘The monster was lying in a coil, ready to 
strike, but manifested no concern at my approach. 
Having armed myself with a long fence-rail, I was 
in the act of crusbing-his head, when I saw a rab- 
bit in the same posture and condition which the 
rat had exhibited. ‘The fall of my weapon disa- 
bled the snake, and I soon despatched him. -'The 
rabbit I took into my hands without any effort on 
its part, to resist or escape, and deposited it in my 
companion’s lap; but it died before wereached the 
church. Iam confident that the animal had sus- 
tained no bodily injury, either from the snake or 
myself. 1 


THE RESPIRATOR. 
Mr. Combe has exhibited in New York an in- 
genious contrivance called a Respirator, invented 
in England to avoid the irritating effect of cold 


air upon the lungs, in asthmatic and consump- |. 


tive patients. ‘The: Respirator is worn over the 
mouth, and is constructed on strictly scientific 
principles. It consists of the instrdment proper 
and its appendages, The instrument is formed 
by a number of wire plates or sieves made some- 
what after the manner of those of Davy’s safety 
lamp, and fixed in a flexed frame The breath, in 
passing through these plates, yields its caloric, 
which is taken up by the cold air which is drawn 
through the instrument during respiration, thus 


raising it from the freezing point to from 60 to 80 |- 


degiees, according-to the quality of the Respirator, 
used.. The air, too, in its passage inward, parts 
with the grosser irritating particles which it may 
contain. The Respirator is recommended by 
some of the first medical men in England, Mr. 
Combe says that a friend of his, who liad for some 
time coughed so during the night as to be hardly 
able to sleep, was enabled. to do so: without dis- 


turbance on the first night of wearing the instru- |

During the past fall and winter, several 
agents have been actively employed in the 
service of the Society, disseminating our 
principles with success in various parts of 
the country. 

C. C. Burleigh and Wm. M. Chase, have 
held numerous meetings in the counties of 
Chester, Montgomery, Philadelphia, Bucks, 
and Delaware ; sometimes joining in debate’ 
with opposers, and on other occasions ad- 
dressing the people without opposition. 
These meetings have generally heen well at- 
tended; being conducted without disturbances,’ 
anil attended with very happy effects. 

James Fulton, Jr., a zealous and intelli- 
gent abolitionist of Chester County, has 
freely given his services to the Committée.as 
local agent, in which capacity he has lectured. 
repeatedly and successfully in the counties 
of Chester and Lancaster, and still continues 
his labors as opportunity occurs. 

C. F. Stollmeyer, an influential and able 
German Editor, whose active participation in 
our cause, since the burning of the Pennsyl- 
vania Hall is generally known, has manifest- 
ed a deep interest in the promulgation of our 
sentiments amongst the German population, 
and’ has rendered important aid, in his labors. 
amongst this class, more particularly in. the 
counties of Bucks and Lancaster. ` i 

One of the most important events which 
have occurred since our last report, was the 
holding of a Convention of Abolitionists for 
Northern Pennsylvania, at Montrose, Our 
friends in this region had not, previous to 
this convention, concentrated their efforts in 
an organized form, and in order the more ef- 
fectually to accomplish this object, they ob- 
tained, by application to the Committee, the 
aid of our friends, Wm. M. Chase and Charles 
C. Burleigh. The former was busily occupied 
for several weeks previous to the meeting, in 
exciting an interestin the objects of the Con- 
vention, in the neighboring country, and was 
joined by the latter at the meeting. - 7 

This Convention was composed of about 
400 members, and its proceedings were char- 
acterized by a zeal and spirit worthy of the 
important objects for which it was convened,’

their labors in the adjoining districts with 
partial success, though the disgraceful scenes

Freedom-has in expanding the benevolent feelings, 
The Rev. John Clark, Baptist Missionary in Ja- 
maica, :in. a letter dated Jan. 9, 1859, informs us 
that two or three churches of emancipated negroes. 
in his district: speedily subscribed $600 for 
missions to Africa; and.this was done by laborers 
working some for 50 cents, and some for 25 cents 
a day, out of which they were obliged to pay for 
house and provision-grounds, and board them- 
selves and families. 

In the congregation, of Mr. Blyth of Jamaica, 
about $160 were raised by the emancipated slaves. 
One-third was devoted to raise a small tablet in 


‘their own chapel, in commemoration of their eman- 


cipation on the Ist of August; one-third was sent 
to the Scotish Missionary Society; and one-third. 
to the Edinburgh Society for Universal Emanci- 
pation. | 

From Thome and Kimball, I quote as follows: 

‘The receipts of the. Antigna Branch (Bible) 
Society have greatly increased since emancipation. 
From receipts for the year 1836, in each of the 
British islands, it appears that the contributions 
from Antigua and Bermuda, the only two islands 
which adopted entire emancipation, are about 
double those from any other two islands. . About 
fifty Branch Associations have been organized 
among the negroe~ themselves.’ . 

‘The superintendent of the Wesleyan mission 
informed us that the collection in ‘the several 
Wesleyan chapels in :Antigua last year for the 
support of the Gospel, independent of occasional 
contributions to Sunday Schools, Missionary ob- 
jects, &c. amounted to £850 sterling, about

F. W. Graves, moved an amendment which was 
finally accepted by Alvan. Stewart. Royall of Vir- 
ginia opposed the amendment on the ground that 
it sanctioned the doctrines of the anti-slavery memo- 
rials, which he regarded as incendiary documents. — 
He wished to explain some of his remarks of the 
day previous. He had said he wasa slaveholder. 
He was so; but he had bought his slaves, only to 
save them from the negro-traders of the far South. 
Dr. Cox, here nioved, to strike out that part of the 
resolution, which had given offence. A warm de- 
bate ensued, in which Alvan Stewart, John 
Rankin, Prof. Stowe, Dr. Hill, and others partici- 
pated. In the afternnon, George Beecher of Ro- 
chester, N. Y. proposed an amendment which was

“The Slavefr question cannot, and ought hot, 
we think, tobe kept wholly disjoined from politics. 
Tt shontd uot be made a mere political question, but 
the religious and moral sense of the people must 
speak out on this subject. with precision and autho- 
rity to their political representatives.” 

It is stated that fourteen out of eighteen of the 
Board “believe that voting for righteous rulers is a 
duty,” that “they believe voting to“be right, but 
they do not believe the Constitution of the Society 

- authorizes them to think, far less to say, either 
directly or indirectly, to the small minority of four 
tried dnd veteran friends in the cause, ‘ Depart from 
among us, for.you are nj: Jonger of us!’ 

The doctrines of the board as quoted above, are 
fully in accordance with our own. We have 
never cought directly or indirectly to assail any of 
our friends who have chosen to abandon the effi- 
cient measure of political action: We have only 
desired that the Socicty should maintain its in- 
tegrity on this vital point, whatever might be the 
course of individuals. We honestly believe that 
a general self-disfranchisement, as citizens, on the 
part of abolitionists, would extinguish every ra- 
tional hope of the peaceful termination of Ameri- 
can slavery. In this matter our consciencé is 

` now clear. We have publicly borne our testi- 
‘mony in behalf of what we regard the original 
doctrines of our association. We leave the event 
with Him who “seeth not‘ as manseeth.” It 
may be a part of His righteous purpose, to accom- 
plish the great work of emancipation with other 
instrumentalities than those of our Society.
